LAITY SEEKING 


RECOGNITION 


Methodist Laymen De- 


sire to Sit in Annual 


Conference. 


The gradual but determined trend 


toward freedom in evangelical church 
government 
which is taking posses- 


sion of the Pacific Coast, is spreading 
also throughout 
the entire country, 


but in no other section does it seem 
to be as strong and persistent as in 
Southern California. The movement 
in the Methodist Episcopal church, it 
is said, has reached the point where 
definite action is to be 
taken 
to 


abridge the power of the ihinisterial 
bodies, or to bring about a collabora- 


Andrew McAllen.. 


Won on government policies between 
laymen, lay delegates to conventions 
and the ministers. The Southern Cali- 
fornia branch of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church is probably one of the 
strongest evangelical bodies in point 
of numbers of any in the 
United 
States. It seems right and eminently 
proper that the movement for greater 
latitude in church government should 
come from the progressive wea*1. it 
is stated by persons high in the power 
of the Methodist church, that the idea 
of less monarchy in government has 
been growing for many years, and that 
this movement means the salvation of 
a creed which has suffered through 
manipulation since the time of John 
Wesley. 


The progress and influence of the 


Methodist Episcopal church has been 
one of the phenomenal movements of 
the nineteenth century. While it may 
appear on casual observance that the 
adherents of this great body are all 
the time tending toward reforms in 
polity and practice, nevertheless the 
history of the deivmination will prove 
that conservatism has 
marked 
Us 


progress, and that though surely they 
are breaking away from the traditions, 
they are moving slowly along this line. 


The first power in Methodism lay in 


John Wesley, who appointed the first 
bishop as a matter of expediency, it is 
said. Then caine the meeting of the 
clergy in a regularly delegated body, 
composed of ordained ministers. This 
practice was followed for a century, 
and not until 1872 did laymen have 
any voice in the deliberations of the 
church, outside the local societies, but 
In that year they were admitted by the 
ministers to the law-making body, 
known as the General Conference. 
It 


has since appealed to the laymen that 
that began a long way from the local 
societies in being admitted to the gen- 
eral conference, and being refused ad- 
mission 
to the 
annual 
conference 


which bears directly on local condi- 
tions In the appointing of ministers 
and other matters. 


Mr. Andrew McAllen, ono of 
the 


foremost members of the lally of this 
church on the Pacific Coact, a resi- 
dent of Covina and a worker for the 
general bringing about of certain re- 
forms in the church government, said 
recently: 


"While many of the reforms have 


come through the Eastern members, it 
appears that the movement of greater 
interest to Methodism and Methodist 
laymen is to come by the way of the 
West. With the growth of Southern 
California, the Methodist church has 
kept pace, leading the religious pro- 
cession, until there Is today, between 
Fresno and San Diego, 30,000 adher- 
ents to the faith, known as the South- 
ern California conference. This is one 
of the few conferences which has an 
annual gathering of the laymen at the 
same time as the ministers' annual 
meeting, and is known as the Lay As- 
sociation of the Southern California 
Conference. 


"Two years ago when I was elocted 


from Covina as a member of this body, 
I spoke lo the six hundred brethren as- 
sembled there from all parts of tho 
southern portion of 1h<i 
state, 
and 


quoted as a fact, the words of a prom- 
inent Canadian Melhodist, who said: 
"We have a democratic form of church 
government and; a monarchial civil 
government, while you have a mon- 
archial church government, and a dem- 
ocratic civil government." 
One year 


ago, I was sent again from Covina, and 
was elected a member of the commit- 
tee on resolutions, with four others 
form strong churches in Southern Cal- 
ifornia. At this meeting it was agreed 
to appoint a committee to serve until 
September, 1909, and I was elected a 
member of this committee, the others 
being W. M. Bowen, prominent attor- 
ney and former mayor of Los Angeles, 
and Prof. J. A. Hoffman of Santa Bar- 
bara. W. S. Allen, attorney for the 
Title Insurance & Trust Company, Los 
Angeles, asked me to draft a memorial 
to be submitted-to the ministers of 
Southern 
, California and then to all 


the conferences in the world, asking 
that laymen be allowed to sit and'de- 
liberate with the ministers in their an- 
nual meetings, and to have 
official 


recognition with the Bishop and his 
cabinet in the appointing of ministers 
to churches." 


Mr. McAllen further stated in an in- 


terview that since this matter 
was 


taken up by the laymen, all churches 
from Ontario to Oxnard have passed 
resolutions in favor of this movement. 
Mr. McAllen will draw the resolutions, 
and it is quite possible that from this 
movement a different 
condition of 


things will exist In church government 
throughout the territory covered by 
this church.

LAITY SEEKING 


RECOGNITION 


Methodist Laymen De- 


sire to Sit in Annual 


Conference. 


The gradual but determined trend 


toward freedom in evangelical church 
government which is taking posses- 
sion of the Pacific Coast, is spreading 
also throughout the entire country, 
but in no other section does it seem 
to be as strong and persistent as in 
Southern California. 
The movement 


in the Methodist Episcopal church, it 
is said, has reached the point where 
definite action is to be 
taken 
to 


abridge the power of the ministerial 
bodies, or to bring about a collabora-

tlon on government policies between 
laymen, lay delegates to conventions 
and the ministers. The Southern Cali- 
fornia branch of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church is probably one of the 
strongest evangelical bodies in point 
of numbers of any in the 
United 
States. It seems right and eminently 
proper that the movement for greater 
latitude in church government should 
come from the progressive we»f. 
It 


is stated by persons high in the power 
of the Methodist church, that the idea 
of less monarchy in government has 
been growing for many years, and that 
this movement means the salvation of 
a creed which has suffered through 
manipulation since the time of John 
Wesley. 


The progress and influence of the 


Methodist Episcopal church has been 
one of the phenomenal movements of 
the nineteenth century. 
While it may 


appear on casual observance th.it the 
adherents of this great body are a]] 
the time tending toward reforms in 
polity and practice, nevertheless the 
history of the den"mination will prove 
that conservatism has 
marked 
its 


progress, and that though surely they 
are breaking away from the traditions, 
they are moving slowly along this line. 


The flrst power in Methodism lay in 


John Wesley, who appointed the flrst 
bishop as a matter of expediency, it is 
said. Then came the meeting of the 
clergy In a regularly delegated body, 
composed of ordained ministers. This 
practice was followed for a century, 
and not until 1872 did laymen have 
any voice In the deliberations of the 
church, outside the local societies, but 
in that year they were admitted by the 
ministers to the law-making body, 
known as the General Conference. It 
has since appealed to the laymen that 
that began a long way from the local 
societies in being admitted to the gen- 
eral conference, and being refused ad- 
mission to the 
annual 
conference 


which bears directly on local condi- 
tions In the appointing of ministers 
and other matters. 


Mr. Andrew McAllen, ono of 
the 


foremost members of the laity of this 
church on the Pacific Coact, a resi- 
dent of Covina and a worker for the 
general bringing about of certain re- 
forms in the church government, said 
recently: 


"While many of the reforms have 


come through the Eastern members, it 
appears that the movement, of greater 
interest to Methodism and Methodist 
laymen is to come by the way of the 
West. With the growth of Southern 
California, the Methodist church 
has 


kept pace, leading the religious pro- 
cession, until there is today, between 
Fresno and San Diego, 30,000 adher- 
ents to the faith, known as the South- 
ern California conference. This is one 
of the few conferences which has an 
aanual gathering of the laymen at the 
same time as the ministers' annual 
meeting, and is known as the Lay As- 
sociation of the Southern California 
Conference. 


"Two years ago when I was elected 


from Covina as a member of this body, 
I spoke lo the six hundred brethren as- 
sembled there from all parts of the 
southern portion of the 
state, 
and 


quoted as a fact, the words of a prom- 
inent Canadian Methodist, who said: 
"We have a democratic form of church 
government and' a monarchial civil 
government, while you have a mon- 
archial church government, and a dem- 
ocratic civil government." 
One year 


ago, I was sent again from Covina, and 
was elected a member of the commit- 
tee on resolutions, with four others 
form strong churches in Southern Cal- 
ifornia. At this meeting it was agreed 
to appoint a committee to serve until 
September, 1909, and I was elected a 
member of this committee, the others 
being W. M. Bowen, prominent attor- 
ney and former mayor of Los Angeles, 
and Prof. J. A. Hoffman of Santa Bar- 
bara. W. S. Allen, attorney for the 
Title Insurance & Trust Company, Los 
Angeles, asked me to draft a memorial 
to be submitted -to the ministers of 
Southern (California and then to all 
the conferences in the world, asking 
that laymen be allowed to sit and'de- 
liberate with the ministers in their an- 
nual meetings, and to have 
official 


recognition with the Bishop 'aid his 
cabinet in the appointing of ministers 
to churches." 


Mr. McAllen further staled in an in- 


terview that since this matler 
was 


taken up by the laymen, all churches 
from Ontario to Oxnard have passed 
resolutions in favor of this movement. 
Mr. McAllen will draw the resolutions, 
and it is quite possible that from this 
movement a different 
condition of 


things will exist in church government 
throughout the territory covered 
by 


this church.

Mr. Smith has made a study of the 
needs of.the country in the way of 
safe driving horses, and among the 15 
head of drivers he maintains, there la 
not or,s that is not perfectly gentle 
and of the kind that, can be placed in 
any woman's hands for a drive about, 
the country. Mr. Smith was formerly 
a locomotive fireman on the Santa Fe 
railroad, but after following this trade 
for a number of years, his natural love 
for the horse led him to establish his 
fine stable in Covina, and since his 
business was opened he has Increased

his trade rapidly, until now he caters 
to a large class, including tourists and 
the home trade of the valley. 
The 


proprietor of the City Stables is con- 
stantly adding more stock and equip- 
ment. 


Canyon horses are always in great 


demand, and the City Stables has a 
number of these animals, trained to 
carry men and women in saddle up the 
rocky trails of the San Gabriel cianyoti, 
one of the delightful trips of this sec- 
tion, occupying n whole day. Mr. 
Smith has established a trade with 
the drummers from all over the state, 
and delivers rigs ready for use at the 
hotels, or at any point in the town 
where they may be ordered, and be- 
cause of his reasonable prices and 
care in turning out hiH rigs, his patron- 
age has become largo and profitable. 
A drive about the country surrounding 
Covina is one of the most, delightful 
ways a day can be spent, for it docs 
not fatigue and at. the same time the 
entire country covered will: miles and 
miles of groves may be viewed. The 
pleasure of driving a double team and 
surrey, or even a well-set single rig, 
is greater than the mechanical ride in 
an automobile.

Irwindale, Neighbor of Covina. Blends Semi-Tropic Sunshine With 


Eternal ^Mountain Snows. 
Home of Famous 


"Stag" and "Pointer" Oranges. 


From the Irwindale station on the 


Southern Pacific railroad, one 
may 


look north toward the wall of 
the 


Sierra Madre mountains, three miles 
distant, and wonder at the great waste 
of land piled up in an incongruous 
heap. Then as you feel the warm sun 
of the valley, and watch the shimmer- 
ing heat of a gloriously splendid day 
In a semi-tropic valley, you are re- 
minded 
the fact that the great 


mountains are placed there to be the 
bulwark on the north for this natural 
hot-house of vegetation, the San Ga- 
briel valley. That is the reason for it 
if we wish to criticise or ask reasons 
for the workings of the inscrutable 
Providence. 
It makes the valley at 


the foot of these ranges the most mar- 
velous hot-bed in the world; -where the 
sun is warm but not. scorching during 
the day, and where the nights arc cool 
and filled with moist dew of ewning, 
to feed the life of all succulent growth. 
The scene is a wondrous one. The 
gleam of white at the topmos, peak 
of Mount Wilson is the glimpse \ve get 
of the observatory of world-wide fame. 
At times one can distinguish the sig- 
nal stations. 
Farther up the valley 


the bald peak ol! Mount San Antonio 
looms larger than them all. Although 
nearly sixty miles away it looks as if 
it were nearer than some of the ranges 
which would intervene, were it not for 
its tremendous height. Here one may 
. see the snow-banks clinging 
to 
its 


sides, giving it a white 
appearance 


this floor of the valley so attractive is 
the 
beauty of actual 
and 
natural 


wealth. 
Irwindale Is flanked on one 


side by the San Gabriel river, which 
flows out of the canyon of that name, 
famed over the state as a summer re- 
sort. The situation of its soil gives it 
a peculiar advantage over other lands 
on its borders, for it is always moist. 
Not nearly the same amount of Irriga- 
tion is required In this district as is 
needed in the communities around it. 
Irwindale has also one of the best 
systems of irrigation. This is natur- 
ally a fact, inasmuch as the water of

low Double avenue, and his big lath 
house, where a large portion of h 
stork is kept, is at 222 East College 
street. 
This house contains among 


other stock, a half million eucalyptus 
trees, ready for planting. 
Mr. Arm- 


strong makes a specialty of eucalyptus 
trees this year, but has also sold a 
large number of orders of citrus trees, 
and deciduous fruit trees, such as the 
apple, plum, apricot, peach and other 
well-known fruits. 


The 
ornamental 
line is a 
well 


stocked one in this nursery, a specialty 
being made of the best varieties of 
palms. Palms may be set out at any 
time of the year, Mr. Armstrong states, 
providing the trees have been properly 
balled In dirt after being taken up, and 
kept in this condition until thoroughly 
established, or rooted. This method of 
establishing the palm settings takes 


about two months. One of the popular 
varieties of the palm la the Phoenix 
Canariensli, or Date palm, which is 
not the edible, but the best ornamen- 
tal tree. Some splendid specimens of 
these palms are to be found In private 
grounas in Covina. and throughout 
Southern California. Another varletay 
Is the Chanaerops Excelsea, or Wind- 
mill palm, for which Mr. Armstrong 
has a heavy demand. The Washing- 
tonia Robusta, or Pan palm is the 
variety put out by the Covina Nurser- 
ies for universal street planting. This 
variety, Mr. Armstrong says, is not the 
han palm, (Washington Filifira), but 
Is the kind which is advocated by all 
landscape gardeners and architects for 
beautiful street effect. 
The Dracaena 


palm is also grown In large quantities 
by the Covina Nurseries. 


Mr. Armstrong purchased the busi- 


ness of H. D. Blanchard and has built 
up a paying industry, supplying many 
large growers and firms with nursery 
stock throughout the Southern portion 
of the state. 
He has recently bought 


fifteen acres in Ontario, where a large 
part of his stock will be raised, but all 
business of sales will be transacted 
from 
Covina. 
Peaches, 
plums and 


other deciduous trees are planted from 
January to June, as a rule, and the 
nursery Is well stocked at the present 
lime for this trade. The Eureka lemon 
tree is also grown In big quantities. 


Mr. Armstrong has been in the nur- 


sery business in Southern California 
for nineteen years, and is an authority 
on the growth

propagation of 


many lines of fruits and ornamental 
shrubs.

Shipping Point for 30,000 Acres of Cereals. 
Monster 


Warehouses Border Railroad Lines. The "Lucky" 


Baldwin Ranch and Its Peculiar History. 


La Puente translated means 
"The 


Bridge." 
Uke all the history 
sur- 


rounding the Spanish settlement 
of 


this country, there can be but vague 
explanation of many, things. The old 
Spanish settlers to be found In differ- 
ent portions of the San Gabriel valley, 
themselves like flotsam flung out of 
the way of the American tide, live on j 
in their own inscrutable way, undis- 
turbed by the feverish spirit of the 
new world, offering no Impetus to it, 
an;l caring little, so long as they are 
left with their dreams of the past, bos 
Angeles was a Spanish pueblo once. 
The future history of La Puente will 
be that, of hundreds of other localities, 
inasmuch as when a sufficient number 
of years have passed, the inception of 
this town will have been lost sight of 
altogether, just as the residents now 
have no idea of the reason for calling 
their community "The Bridge," when 


rolling hills and pasture lands. Crawl- 
Ing up the hillsides, one sees thrifty 
vineyards, where another product of 
Puente is raised. Grapes and wine are 
added to its land productions, 


Came the American. 


John Rowland, and his trapper part- 


ner, William Workman, while at work 
at their trade in New Mexico, heard 
of the immense Spanish 
grant 
In 


Southern California, which was to be 
given away practically, by the Spanish 
padres, providing the ones to whom it 
was deeded would stock it with cattle 
and livestock. They fought their way 
through hostile bands of Indians to 
U\IK country. A sort of imaginary lino 
was drawn embracing what 
proved 


afterwards to be about 48,000 acres, 
and this was taken up by Workman 
and Rowland, and in 18(17 the ranch 
was divided equally. 
Thousands of 


cattle and sheep began to cover the 


still standing some of the old adobe 
buildings built by the Indians. 
The 


Indians keep the secret of adobe walls, 
and It will die with them. The imita- 
tions of white men are never 
suc- 


cesses. 
Recently Judge 
Hudson em- 


ployed an old Indian, one of the last 
of his race, to build him a wall and to 
cover It with that curious 
plaster 


which Is also a secret of the dead 
past. 
The Indian did the work, but 


mixed his materials In private. 


Baldwin the Lucky.

The Spanish 
settlers had a reason for so naming 
it, a reason which has been lost sight 
of as inconsequential. 


Is Shipping Center. 


La Puente has become the big hay 


and grain center of shipping in the 
valley. Here is where fine horses are 
raised on the hills, sheep in bands of 
thousands are driven down 
to be 


shorn of their fleece. Cattle range the 
hills on the great ranches. La Puente, 
a pueblo once, has taken on the Amer- 
ican spirit. Through the town the Salt 
Lake and Southern Pacific railroads 
have stretched lines that connect this 


hills, and the two Americans waxed 
wealthy under the kindliness of the 
Land. 


Descendants of the Rowland family 


are the wealthy ranchers of the vi- 
cinity today. William R. Rowland, son 
of the pioneer, is the owner of a vast 
ranch covered with walnuts and or- 
anges, with hundreds of acres of grain. 
He is president of the Li Puente Oil 
Company, an organization 
producing 


immense quantities of crude and re- 
fined oil as the result of the discovery 
of free-flowing wells in the mountains 
of the Rowland ranch. 


The original Rowland homestead is 


now occupied by Judge J. W. Hudson, 


holds 30,000 acres of the finest grain 
and hay lands, which is fast being sub- 
divided into small ranches from twenty 
to 100 acres, and the story of irriga- 
tion is told on these ranches when 
their prosperous condition is seen. It 
is predicted that within the next de- 
cade this monster tract of land will 
be subdivided into villages and towns, 
green with orchards and alfalfa fields, 
and the prediction is true, as any vis- 
itor to Southern California will agree. 
Land can be purchased here from $160 
to $250 per acre, and will raise water 
to the surface, which Is all that Is 
necessary. 


Mountain* of Grain. 


The largest warehouse in the town 


is the one managed by George E 
Cross, Puente's most enterprising citi 
zen, who has charge of it for a cor 
poration. It is built of brick, and has 
a capacity of 45,000 sacks of wheat or 
barley. 
Each year it is piled to the 


roof with the products of the surround- 
ing ranches. Mr. Cross is also a heavy 
grower of small fruits, especially to- 
matoes. 
This product brought $8.25 


per ton delivered to the Los Angeles 
canneries. 
Several 
ranchers 
in 


Puente, including Judge Hudson, re- 
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allzed from $150 to $175 per aero in 
growing this crop in the past year. 


On the "Lucky" Baldwin rnncho Is 


situated one of the finest thorough- 
ired horse farms in Southern 
Cali- 


fornia, whore runners and trotters for 
he tracks of the United States have 
.icon raised. 
Since the recent 
law 


prohibiting book selling on 
running 


races, the horse farm has gone Into 
tlio business of raising 
fine 
saddle 


liorses, and any day there can bo BOOII 
several hundred bead of young stock 
and brood mares ranging the hills, or 
enclosed in the wire fence paddocks 
near tho farm headquarters. Mr. Hald- 
wln has done much to improve his 
vast, acreage in tho past, ton years. Re- 
cently he subdivided a largo tract and 


placed roadways about it in systematic 
fashion. Ho has stated that deep wells 
are to be installed on the same plan 
that is being followed out In Walnut 
Center and Dassctt, for the purpose of 
raising alfalfa for Ills Immense stable 
of horses. 
Several hundred head of 


mules are also to bo raised on this 
ranch onch year. 


A journey along ono of tho roadways 


leading through this ranch In the sum-

IM like being afloat on a sea of

person could buy water stock without 
first having the land In Mils territory 
watered by the company, or In the lan- 
guage of tho hy-lawfi of the co-opora- 
tlon, each Hhare )H made appurtenant 
to the land.

The soli In this 


tract, is from twenty feet to seventy- 
five feet In depth, composed of the silt 
and wash of humus from the moun- 
tains through ages of wear and corro- 
sion. Walnuts thrive wonderfully well 
in tiila soil, as it. Is light to work, yet 
strong fn vegetable matter. The wal- 
nut tree comes to bearing age In about 
eight years. 
While the walnuts are 


growing the ranchers employ an Inter- 
mediate crop of alfalfa, potatoes, corn, 
pcunul.s, or In fact anything which can 
be grown in the state, but preferably 
alfalfa, corn or potatoes. Trie walnut 
tree Is just, exactly the opposite of (lie 
orange tree, as the older II becomes 
I ho less Irrigation it needs. The ranch- 
ers who have taken up these holdings 
have for the most part paid one-quar- 
ter of (lie price down and the remain- 
der In three years of time, the balance 
running at seven per cent. Interest. 
Nearly every randier In this commun- 
ity has already paid for his ranch 
through the raising of Inlerniediaie 
crops, and now has his fine walnut 
ranch free of Incumbranco.

to bo sot out, until now there are 
five thousand acres in the community 
known as Walnut Center, ail in wal- 
nuts In a thrifty condition, which will 
bear in a few years. 


Hut it is of the intermediate crops 


that, wo would speak. While the wal- 
nut, orchard, with Its undoubted profit- 
able future, is growing to maturity, 
it is necessary for the ranches to raise 
crops that, will help meet 
the 
ex- 


pense. 
That is where the 
alfalfa 


stepped in and rendered assistance. 
Kvcryone went to raising alfalfa and 
potatoes in Walnut Center. 
These 


two crops not only kept up the run- 
ning expenses of the farms, but began 
to pay off some of the principle on 
the balances due on the ranches. Now 


ranchers for from $175 to $250 per 
acre without improvement.

the improved lands cannot be bought 
for $400, a growth in price in three 
years. The plains seem almost limit-

tho plain was emptying its tons of 
silt through Hie storm waters Into the 
plains, u n t i l this land of the level 
valley Is In some places hundreds of 
feel deep In pure humus, vegetable de- 
posit, and anywhere within five miles 
of tho foothills (ho soil Is found to bo 
from t h i r t y to fifty foot deep at the 
least calculation. 
All this .soil Is fer- 


tile as nothing else In the world is 
fort lie, for it is the richest that the 
mountain slopes could give. 


The Awakening. 


Rut there was a tremendous force 


there, lying dormant. 
One man went 


into the locality and took up a few 
acres of land. Ho believed that water 
could he raised to (he surface by 
pumping.

With 
the touch of water the land leaped 
I n t o vegetation.

How It Was Done. 


Along the San Gabriel river the land 


Is lighter than it is back near the 
foothills or to the east or west of the 
river bed. 
There is an admixture of 


sand in the humus and no suspicion of 
alkali. 
When 
the ranchers started 


pumping it was 
found 
that an im- 


mense subterranean lake flowed hack 
from the river at a depth below the 
ground of from fifty to 150 feet, all 
living water, finding its way through 
the gravel strata to the sea, but bank- 
ing up temporarily against tho arm of 
the foot hills on the south. 
Hero was 


a natural reservoir such as could not 
have been made- by man for millions 
of dollars. 
Old ranchers say that in 


tho dryosl portion of the year they 
have seen their wells lower three feet, 
but never has there been a lime in the 
history of the country when the water 
was not more than abundant, hundreds 
of times as much water as was nec- 
essary for irrigation, even for alfalfa, 
which sucks up water like a sponge.

It is his intention to build a com- 
fortable residence in the place of the 
smaller one lie now occupies, and he 
admits that the last three years since 
coming to this ranch, have been the 
most profitable of his life. 


Own Ranch Jointly. 


Dr. E. Reed of El Monte and Wil- 


liam S. Sawyer, own Jointly a 100-acre 
tract in Walnut Center, which has 
been under cultivation for the last 
three years.

Mr. Sawyer, who runs the ranch for 
his partner, sold forty cars of cab- 
bages last year, and states that he 
never saw land anywhere that pro- 
duces this vegetable in the manner 
the soil of this ranch produces them.

long. 
Mr. Yarnell has the 
largest 


walnut nursory in the vicinity also, 
and makes a specialty of raising all 
kinds of deciduous trees for the trade. 
At the present time he has 
fifteen 


acres of peanuts, which he is growing 
as an intermediate crop between his 
trees, and ho says that this crop Is to 
be much mure largely planted in this 
section after he has demonstrated the 


streams, and on these trips he became 
interested in the farming country and 
resolved to own a home here. His ten- 
room house is one of the largest and 
most commodious In the district, with 
large barn and windmill with an eighty- 
five foot well.

This is no

to boost the country, but it is a plain 
fact, as the shippers who handled my 
potatoes will verify for me." 


Mr. Sawyer has worked hard on his 


ranch in the past three years, and the 
result of this intelligent labor has 
been to build up one of the finest 
farms to be found anywhere in the 
country. 
In common with the rest of 


the ranchers in the locality he is 
growing intermediate crops with the 
idea of attending solely to the growth 
of walnuts when the trees 
become 


large enough to come into bearing. 


Dr. Reed and Mr. Sawyer took the 


ranch together, paying $175 per acre 
for it when it was bare stubble land, 
raising nothing but hay and grain. It 
is now worth $450 per acre, and prob- 
ably could not be bought at that price 
this year.

of first attempts at diverting water for 
irrigation

water became more valuable, the man- 
ner of diverting water was improved, 
so that irrigation today i.3 one of the 
careful 
studies

An industry which has reached large 


proportions in the S.'in Gabriel valley 
is that of the manufacture of cement 
pipe 
for 
irrigation 
purposes. 
The 


largest industry in Covina of this na-

F. Thorpe, whose yards are situated 
on West Cypress avenue. 
During the 


past vears Mr. Thorpe has ben study- 
ing the distribution of water over lands 
to be irrigated. The old, open ditches 
IOKI a large percentage of ihe water 
til rough 
evaporation 
and 
seepage. 


Ciopheis and ground squirrels 
bored 


inti. the sides of the banks and hun- 
dreds of gallons went to waste. 
The 


edges of Ihe flitches were always un- 
sightly with rank growths of weeds. 
and much land was occupied by them. 
Then, too, the ditches would often 


break out, the water would be lost, and 
serious damage by over/iooding and 
gouging of the land would ensue. 


The cement, pipe is composed of a 


combination of Portland cement and 
medium-screen gravel. Sucessl'ui pipe- 
makers do not use line sand, for the 
••eason thai, it does not have the ce- 
menting quality of gravel, costs more 
to porcure, and uses 
up 
a 
larger 


amount of cement with less satisfac- 
tion. 


Mr. Thorpe makes a specialty of in- 


stalling main pipe-lines for irrigation 
companies, also for citrus groves, al- 
falfa ranches, and for all lands where 
irrigation is employed. 
His largo con- 


tracts are placed with such companies 
as the Huntington I>and and Water 
Co., 
whose system of many miles of 


direct ditches and laterals has all been 
placed under the cement-piping sys- 
tem. 
His products enable the rancher 


to procure his water from main pipe 
lines belonging to the irrigation com- 
pany, and to deliver the water through 
other pipe lines when It IH diverted 
into the orchard or field through a per- 
fect system of stand-pipes, 
provided 


with ccmi-nt tops;, with valves and 
gate for regulating the flowage. 
The 


cement-pipe system Is almost univer- 
sally used In the vicinity of Covina, 
and Mr. Thorpe's men are busy the 
year around 
installing his 
systems 


throughout this locality and Southern 
California. 
His business gives 
em- 


ployment for a number of ex| ert ce- 
ment workers and ordinary laborers, 
;IH he takes the entire; contract of mak- 
ing pipe, digging ditches, ami Install- 
ing the mains and laterals. 


Cement construction IH coming uni- 


versally Into use in California, as it is 
found that It. Is much cheaper 
and 


more serviceable in Hie erection of 
build'ngs for private arid public pur- 


poses. 
Lumber is always a big factor 


in construction, and cement does away 
w i t h this great expense, at, the same 
time making a structure which is beau- 
t i f u l as well as serviceable and 
at- 


tractive. 
Mr. Thorpe's own splendid 


residence, of the style of Ihe Italian 
villa, is an exemplification of the de- 
sirability of this kind of construction.

tissue paper after it. has been graded 
by the system of graduated power roll- 
ers into bins, where each bin contains 
an exact size that will pack a given 
number Into each box, is a matter 
that need only to be touched upon in 
passing. 
This work is all done by 


girls, which Is clean, Intelligent work, 
calling for the brain of the American 
girl of good standing, and trustworthy. 


Picking and Packing. 


Since the associations began pick- 


ing the oranges, and did away with the 
old "pioc»3 work" method of getting the 
fruit, gathered at a certain price per 
box, 
the fruit comes to the house In 


practically perfect condition for pack- 
ing, 
making the proposition of slow, 


careful picking by the day a profitable 
thing. 
Everything in the two asso- 


ciations is on a co-operative basis. 
The Associations work for the best 
interests of the members, for there 
is no reason to do otherwise, and each 
year Ihe methods of handling 
and 


packing improve. The fruit is watched 
from the time It begins to show signs 
of ripening u n t i l it is sent out in the 
cars over the country, advising and 
working with the grower. 
No other 


method has been 
found so effective 


for good results, taking everything into 
consideration. 
The 
grower 
i.s not 


robbed by middle men and 
outside 


agents. 
He practically handles 
the 


fruit himself. 
Every orange 
is in- 


spected a hundred times, it might be 
said, before it reaches the consumer.

Valencia, Ihe highest-priced orange in 
the market, peculiar to Southern Cali- 
fornia and especially to Covina and the 
Cppcr San Gabriel Valley. These cars 
an.- the t r i u m p h s of the refrigerator 
car-makers, containing on an average 
:i9(i packed boxes to the car, wedged 
in t i g h t l y and braced with cleats In 
order to prevent 
shifting while en 


route. 
A f t e r the 
fruit is packed in 


the car, the contents is reported to 
Ihe manager of the Covina Fruit Ex- 
change whore Ihe system of sending 
each car to the best market is taken up 
by thai office, which maintains a firm 
grip on the market fluctuations, know- 
ing at all times which city, town or 
state is in need of the particular kind 
of fruit on hand, working in perfect 
conjunction with the 
railroad 
com- 


panies, and remaining in charge of 
the fruit, until it is delivered to the 
jobbers along the many routes cov- 
ered by this big organization. 


Pools and Pro-Rates. 


The system of pro-rating and pool- 


Ing on fruit, carried out by the Ex- 
change and Associations, has brought 
the prices up to a better average than 
was formerly even dreamed of in the 
old days before the grower was pro- 
tected by such 
management. 
The 


California Fruit Growers' Exchange 
handles nothing but citrus fruits. With 
its present manager and salesmen the 
main office in Los Angeles has reached 
a high plane of proficiency, and such 
men as Manager Huff of the Covina 
local office are the direct products of 
this complete organization. 
Mr. Huff, 


before taking his responsible position 
in Covina, worked 
up through 
the 


many departments of the head office, 
u n t i l he knew Intimately every dis- 
tributing center throughout the coun- 
tries of the United States and Canada. 
Under the present management 
the 


local Exchange la getting stronger, ac- 
quiring more acreage and creeping up 
toward the top of the list in import- 
ance as a shipping center.

WATER WIZARDRY 


cTVlan's Rewarded Struggle for Reclamation of Plains. 


Covina Irrigating Company Holds Key to Country's 


Success. Wizard is Man and the 


'"•* 
Wand is Water, 


An eastern agricultural editor at one 


time printed a sub-caption beneath the 
name of his publication: 
"Man Made 


the City, God Made 
the 
Country." 


Like many other catch 
phrases, 
it 


doesn't tell the whole truth. 
When 


the courage of men oozes on the bor- 
ders of a new land, and they turn back 
and build no habitation therein, it is 
a common thing to hear the 
land 


spoken of as "God-Forsaken," when it 
is man that has repudiated it, not the 
Inscrutable Power which fashioned it. 
Man is undeniably selfish find conceit- 
ed. 
In Gray's "Elegy in a Country 


Churchyard," these lines appear: 
"Full many a flower is born to blush 


unseen, 


And waste its sweetness on the desert 


air." 


The great poet betrayed his inate 


humanity when he uttered this con- 
ceit, reasoning that that which is not 
looked upon by man is wasted, forget- 
ting that, man is only a-part of the 
Great Plan. 
So, lei us not divide the 


world into two parts, giving a portion 
to the credit of Man and a portion 
to God, for if the Creator of all things 
were to receive absolute credit, for the 
wondrous rejuvenation of some por- 
tions of our country, the humble finite 
toilers might well feel the injustice of 
it, while there never was a city built 
to permanence that did not bear the 
steadying hand of God, that the found- 
ations might be rested upon a rock. 
Because the human groper into the 
mysteries of the world is. blind for a 
time as a kitten squirms the first few 
days in darkness, then it is that there 
are things said of the world that are 
not true. The Great American Desert 
figures in fiction as "The Country That 
God Forgot," and again—"The Land 
of Little Rain." 
These things seem 


true on the surface, but mislead, as 
man has been misled since he be- 
lieved what the serpent said. With 
these seemingly irrelevant remarks, 
the author prepares you for an article 
dealing with what Man has done in a 
country God made, and it. does not 
matter if the country were originally 
made for man or not. 


Better Than Rain. 


In the first place, irrigation is a sub- 


stitute for rain that has nroven itself 
to be better than rain. Irrigation was 
born of the early settler's desperation, 
of his awful necessity. Little by little 
he has improved on his first, crude 
methods, until rain, coming out of sea- 
son, is a menace to his prosperity, up- 
sets his plans, ruins his crops. 
In 


Southern California, the planter and 
the farmer is glad that his country is 
a "Land of Little Rain" in the sum- 
mer. 
Let us tell you why, tell you so 


that you never will forget. 


Something occurred thousands 
o! 


ages after the formation of the world, 
which left the surface of the earth in 
Southern California in a wrinkled con- 
dition. 
The geologist would love to 


creep in on this conversation at this 
point, but we will get along without, 
him. 
The wrinkling of the 
earth's 


crust left a great barrier of towering 
mountain heads on the north of what 
is now known as Southern California, 
the Sierra Madre mountains. 
Long 


arms, or foothill ranges, stretch out 
and around to the south, embracing a 
great plain. 
The Spanish came 
to 


this country and reared a church to 
the Christian religion, and they named 
their house of worship the 
Mission 


San Gabriel. 
The level floor encom- 


passed by 
the 
mountains, 
sloping 


gently to the southwest and to the 
sea, confronted here and there by short 
ranges of foothills which are the scat- 
tered debris of the ranges 
in 
the 


north, became known as the Valley of 
the San Gabriel, and the green moun- 
tain torrent that has its inception In 
the fastnesses of the Sierras, is the 
San Gabriel river, without which this 
valley would indeed be (ho "Country 
that God Forgoi." This river, as soon 
in the valley in tho suinmor, is dry on 
the surface, a great, winding stretch 
of sand. In the winter months, when 
a long storm has been swirling about 
the peaks of Mount Wilson and "Old 
Baldy," the river roars and quarrels 
with its course, bringing down some- 
times great masses of mountain drift- 
wood, rolling giant rocks down-stream, 
and the padres were wont to say that 
their patron saint was at work pre- 
paring the land for the long season 
of drouth to come. 


| 
Into this land camo the American 


adventurer. 
Thousands of acres lay 


covered with the natural verdure of 
the plains, which grows parched and 
brown as the summer advances. 
The 


Spanish owned 
I ho land, how great it 


was in acreage they did not definitely 
know, but, some 
cattle 
had 
been 


brought into the country and snoop 
were ranging the hills. The American 
had courage. He took up a portion of 
the Spanish grants, buying thousands 


j of acres for a pair of Spanish riding 
| bits, the land being practically given 
to him if ho would place caltlo and 
sheep upon it. 
A few other adven- 


turous spirits joined him. 
But It was 


a most discouraging time, those first 
few years. 
There are aged, wealthy 


ranchers in the community now, who 
look back on that time, and state that 
"if it had been possible to have got leu 
out of the country we would have 
gone, but. we spent all our money to 
get here." 


There was no water in the summer. 


The nearest water was at the mouth 
of the San Gabriel canyon with tho ex- 
ception of a few pitiable springs hero 
and there. 
The long drive with 
the 


stock to this canyon consumer! 11 mo, 
and barely sufficed to keep the ani- 
mals alive through 
the 
months 
of 


drought. 
This condition existed for 


years, nothing but a bare living being 
made. 
By this time ranchers were 


scattered sparsely all over the upper 
valley. 
There was plenty of water in 


the canyon, but the river would not 
bring it down in the summer. 
The 


ranchers were poor and without organ- 
ization. 
The rains of winter proved 


the marvelous fertility of the soil, but 
the plains sucked up the moisture ere 
the summer had scarcely begun, and 


surrounded 
by 
intelligent 
ranchers 


who only needed a leader. Now comos 
the story of the building up of 
a 


country that is moro intorosting t h a n 
the fiction of the west which has boon 
scattered over this broad 
land 
of 


America, the true story of what man 
has dono for himself. 
Tho 
country 


might have boon llkonod to a groat 
safety deposit box from 
which 
tho 


combination had boon lost. 
Woalth 


lay within, but tho Groat

waited for tho. hand of man to unlock 
it and mako tho wealth his own. 


The Ditch Diggers. 


Tho waters of 
tho 
San 
Gabriel 


soopod away into tho ground shortly 
after leaving the mouth of the canyon. 
An old ditch had already been begun, 
which embraced a portion of the lauds 
near the canyon, but tho water dis- 
appeared as it. did in the natural bod 
of the stream. 
Phillips organized the 


men of tho valley, embracing noarly 
every rancher In tho cove of Iho hills 
below tho mountains whore Iho rivor 
debouched into tho plain, and 
tho 


work of digging a long ditch to divert 
a portion of the San Gabriel rivor to 
Iho. 
hinds bolow was 
lakon up; 
an 


arduous task. 
Tho mon surveyed (ho 


lands for the course of tho ditch from 
the highest points In ordor that Iho 
water might, flow from tho best vant- 
age point, for the irrigation

lips ditch entered tho mouth of (he 
canyon, and as the old records do- 
scribe 
it,

course over the contour of the plain," 
keeping as far north in a southerly 
direction as possible. This ditch was 
brought down the valley for a dis- 
tance of eight miles, and in that, first

ranch of orangos and lomons, known 
all over tho world as Iho 101 Dorado 
rancho. 
So that the sketch brings us 


to the story of tho present Irrigating 
company of this section. Its early his- 
tory has boon touched upon and 
ox- 


plained. 
Tho Phillips ditch, as It was 


known, was eight miles long, and fit tod 
with wooden drops or dnms before ce- 
menting, at intervals along Us route, 
to divert tho water on to tho many 
holdings of stockholders, but tho sys- 
tem was of course crude and was nat- 
urally improved upon. 
Many individ- 


uals and small companies owned prior 
rights to the waters of tho San Ga- 
briel, and as iho company progressed 
il became entangled in law-suits over 
riparian rights which 
nearly always 


ended unsatisfactorily 
for 
all con- 


cerned. 
So great was t h e contention 


over this "life-giving" rivor, ( b a t sen-- 
oral pliohod bailies woiv fought, when 
guns and kulvos played a conspicuous 
purl. 
All this trouble ended In ISSlt 


In tho famous compromise, in which 
all persons and companies agreed lo 
form a committee1 of nine, eaoli parly 
being represented in this committee, 
and that these genllemon should di- 
vide the water equally In the canyon 
for all parlies concerned. Thus ended 
a controversy which cost 
thousands 


of dollars in maintaining Iho actions 
of Iho courts. 


Ton years ago the Covina Irrigating 


Company was formed 
from 
the old 


company, and is Iho present one furn- 
ishing all water for tho Covina dis- 
trict.

FAITHS FOLLOW FORTUNES 


TO WESTERN HOMELAND 


Religions of Christian World Assembled 


Covina, Housed in Modern Structures, 


Beautiful in Type and 


Architecture. 


in 


The old architecture of the Chris- 


tian Church gives It an appearance 
like that of a small temple of the old 
world. 
This church was one of the 


first structures to bo built along mod 
ern lines in this part of the valley. It 
stands at the juncture of two beau- 
tiful streets, one of them lined with 
ancient pepper trees and the gleaming 
white of its outer masonry is a strik- 
ing and beautiful contrast to the fo- 
liage of the overtopping trees. 


Inside the door one is impressed 


immediately with the fact that econ- 
omy has been employed 
to utilize 


every possible foot of the interior. The 
auditorium comfortably seats four hun- 
dred people, and the position of the 
altar commands a view of the farthest 
corner of the interior. 
The acoustics 


have been carefully thought out and 
planned, so that this church is known 
as a pleasant one to sing or play in, 
which, in these days is an extremely 
important, feature in the architecture 
of public buildings. 
Not only la it 


necessary from the standpoint of har- 
monized sounds, but it assists the ad- 
dresses of public speakers and minis- 
ters. 
One often has been seated in 


an immense 
auditorium where 
the 


voice of the speaker seemed large for 
the building, even though the area was 
great. 
The tones were billowy, and 


seemed to richochet about the pillars 
and rafters of the building. 
This is 


an improper condition of acoustics, and 
however small the building or public 
hall of the present day, it is neces- 
sary to take this important feature in- 
to consideration. 


The Christian Church is removed a 


little way out of the center of the city. 
Its front entrance faces nearly 
the 


grammar school campus. Its proxlm- 


young people especially were 
made 


members of the church. 
People for 


miles around came to these great ju- 
bilee revivals, so that it was not an 
unusual thing of any night, 
in the 


week to .see as many as two hundred 
carriages 
and 
automobiles 
ranged 


about the street in front of (he edi- 
fice. 
This church has done a grer-t 


amount of good, 
uniting 
whenever 


asked to do so, with other evangelical 
churches in the town tor the purpose 
of general uplifting of the moral wel- 
fare of the community. 


Presbyterian Faith. 


It was not until a few months ago 


that the people of the Presbyterian 
faith were able to dedicate their splen- 
did new stone building which stands 
facing 
Covina's 
100-foot boulevard. 


The Presbyterian Church is 
without 


doubt the best appearing, most com- 
modious and richly furnished edifice 
in this portion of the 
valley. 
The 


building is erected of California pre- 
pared st.one, and has the exterior ap- 
pearance of a heavy stone building of 
the eastern states. Its tower is. like 
a Norman battlement, square and se- 
verely beautiful. Large oriel windows 
are to be found in the front and sides 
through which in the evening a pleas- 
ant, glow of light gives the impression 
of one gazing upon one of the Euro- 
pean houses of worship. 


The interior of 
the 
Presbyterian 


church is the largest in Covina. It has 
a sealing capacity of over eight hun- 
dred. 
The auditorium is augmented 


by a balcony. The tinting and shading 
have been done by artists, and the ef 
feet is very pleasing and restful to 
the eye. 
A large choir-loft directly in 


front of the auditorium, has good seat- 


ing, and the pastor. Rev. S. \V. Gage, 
gave a Inrue portion of his own lime 
in the actual rough work of placing 
one 'stone upon another. 
The Rev. 


Mr. Gage ia n virile, broad-minded, big- 
hearted man of the South, who fits in 
perfectly'In this land of the 
semi- 


tropics. In his years of ministry here, 
he has grown into the hearts of his 
followers, and has become vitally a 
part of the structure which he assisted 
so materially in building. 


Rev. Mr. Gage has 
the 
peculiar 


power of the man gifted of oratory. 
Perhaps this power is only that of sin- 
cerity, but he holds large audiences 
weekly with the ease which only comes 
to men who have not mistaken their 
calling.
